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AMENDMENTS TO BYLAWS 


The proposed changes to the Club Bylaws 
were submitted to the membership for a vote 
last month. Change affect Article III (Duties of 
Officers). The first is a revision of the 
description of TRUSTEES. This gives less 
chance for misunderstanding of the role of 
our License Trustee.

The firm that organizes the Livestrong events 
had never used ham radio operators to drive 
the SAGs before. We were hopeful to show 
what good communications would do to keep 
the SAG vehicles more or less evenly 
distributed along the course.

It was a nice feeling to know I 
had helped a rider so he could complete the 
course. 


On top of that I was very pleased to read in 
the The Oregonian that the event raised about 
$1.5 million for cancer research.

Hams Commended on their Aid at Stennis 


A Stennis Space Center facility is serving as 
the Emergency Operations Center (EOC) for 
Hancock County Mississippi. The original 
EOC was destroyed by Hurricane Katrina. 
Amateur Radio operator Randy Pierce, 
AG4UU, from Tallahassee, Florida, is 
stationed at Stennis. He reports that Amateur 
Radio operators are serving as 
communicators for all the services at the 
EOC, including the fire department and the 
emergency medical system. Four radio 
operators are still needed each day. The 
Amateur Radio  operators' technical 
capabilities have been well employed. The 
hams were complimented by the Hancock 
County Sheriffs Office and County 
Commissioners. 
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HAMS ON DUTY IN LOUISANA AND TEXAS 


The Amateur Radio community has continued 
to respond to calls for volunteers to support 
communication for served agencies in areas 
affected by Hurricane Katrina and Hurricane 
Rita. Louisiana Section Emergency 
Coordinator Gary Stratton K5GLS, says 45 
Amateur Radio volunteers are still on 
hurricane relief and recovery duty there. 
South Texas ARRL Section Manager Ray 
Taylor NSNAV, reports 60 Amateur Radio 
volunteers are on duty in Texas. They support 
communication for Salvation Army operations 
and others. Beaumont has not yet been 
reopened to returning evacuees, but relief and 
recovery operations are under way. In Orange 
County, James Aaron K5SUB, is set up at the 
local hospital to support American Red Cross 
activities.
